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chop  prospects. 

The  total  forecasts  of  -reheat  production  for  1°23  in  Spain,  Bul- 
garia, Poland,  India,  Japan,  Egypt ,  Algeria,  and  Morocco  amount  to 
750,735,000  "bushels,  which  is  93,797,000  "bushels  greater  than  655,938,000 
"bushels,  the  amount  produced  by  the  same  countries  last  year. 

CroT)  conditions  in  Suro-pe  continue  generally  favorable  as  re- 
ported by  a  radiogram  June  23,  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture from  the  International  Institute.     Conditions  in  Yugoslavia  are 
good.    Hungarian  crop  conditions  show  slight  deterioration  because  of 
continued  drought.    The  conditions  of  wheat  and  rye  are  now  about 
average  while  barley  and  oats  are  below  average.    In  the  official  Hungar- 
ian report  of  June  1,  the  conditions  of  all  cereals  were  above  average. 

Forecasts  of  cereal  production  in  S_pai_n  and  Bulgaria  1923  are  much 
larger  than  in  1922.    A  forecast  of  the  wheat  crop  of  Spain  for  1923  is 
lU2,070, COO  bushels,  according  to  a  cablegram  received  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  June  23,  from  the  International  Institute,  The 
official  final  estimate  of  production  last  year  was  125,^-69,000  bushels. 
The  forecast  of  the  rye  crop  is  30,309,000  bushels,  as  compared  with 
26,252,000  bushels  produced  last  year.    The  barley  crow  as  reported  will 
amount  to  91, 731*000  bushels;  last  year  it  was  estimated  to  be  77,533,000 
bushels.    The  oats  crow  is  given  as  36,991.000  bushels  against  31, 21*+ ,000 
in  1922. 

forecasts  of  cereal  crops  of  Bulgaria,  except  oats,  are  larger  than 
in  1922.    The  forecast  of  the  wheat  crop  of  Bulgaria  is  38, 783 ,000  bushels, 
or  core  than  10,000,000  bushels  greater  than  27,925,000,  the  amount  produced 
in  1922.     The  rye  crop  is  S,U80,000  bushels,  as  compared  with  7,2CU,C00 
bushels  last  year.    Barley  in  1923  is  forecasted  at  12,281,000  bushels 
against  9,32^,000  bushels  in  1922.    The  forecast  of  the  production  of  oats 
is  10,053,000  bushels  which  is  about  9,800,000  less  than  the  19,802,000 
bushels  harvested  last  year. 

Conditions  in  Asia  Minor  are  generally  favorable  although  heavy 
rains  and  floods  have  damaged  crops  in  Adana  reports  Broomhall  June  7,  pa£e 
6V3.    Excessive  rainfall  is  reported  in  Torsons  but  cereal  conditions 
are  satisfactory.    The  situation  is  promising  in  Cyprus;  conditions  are 
favorable  to  seedlings  in  Mossul  Mesopotamia  and  good  crops  are  indicated 
in  Palestine. 

The  agricultural  outlook  in  Australia  has  been  greatly  improved  by 
rains  reports  Broomhall  June  7,  page  6U3,  quoting  official  confirmation 
of  earlier  reports.    The  report  states  that  good  rains  have  fallen  over  the 
eastern  half  of  Australia  including  the  dry  interior  of  Hex?  South  VJales 
and  Queensland.

COTTON. 

The  acreage  of  cotton  in  Soviet  Russia  is  reported  to  be  about  486,000 
acres,  according  to  a  report  of  Consul  T.  W.  B.  Coleman  quoting  a  translation 
from  the  Moscow  press.    This  includes  13!l,000  acres  in  Turkestan. 

The  production  of  cotton  in  Tanganyika  Territory,  Kenya  Colony,  Africa, 
curing  the  1922-23  season  amounted  to  5»252  "bales  of  478  pounds  each  as  com- 
pared with  6,131  "bales  in  1921-22,  re-oorts  Consul  Urn.  L.  Jenkins,  Nairobi,, 
Kenya  Colony,  April  26,  1923- 

The  acreage  of  cotton  in  Queensland.  Australia  ia  reported  to  be 
72,000  acres  according  to  a  statement  published  in  "Cotton"  June  2,  1923 
page  13.    The  acreage  in  1922  was  only  7*000  acres,, 

AGRICULTURE  IN  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

Agriculture  remains  the  staple  industry  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
in  spite  of  the  importance  of  mining  and  the  initiation  and  development  in 
recent  years  of  manufacturing  interests,.    Until  the  discovery  and  rapid 
development  of  the  diamond  and  gold  mines  the  Union  was  exclusively  an 
agricultural  and  pastoral  country. 

The  total  area  is  about  473,096  square  miles  or  about  302,781,000 
acres.    More  than  half  of  this  area,  nearly  60  per  cent,  is  occupied  by  the 
state  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  Natal  is  the  smallest  state  of  the  Union  occupying 
only  about -7  per  cent  of  the  total  area.    The  other  states  Transvaal  and 
Orange  Free  State  occupy  23  and  10  per  cent  of  the  total  area  respectively. 
The  total  population  in  1921  was  about  6,922,580  of  which  about  22  per 
cent  were  white  and  J8  per  cent  colored* 

The  area  of  farms  including  native  locations,  reserves,  etc.  in  1920- 
21  v/as  261,759,817  acres  as  compared  with  229,270,000  acres  in  1918.  During 
1921,  13,014,639  acres  or  5-0  per  cent  of  the  total  farm  area  was  under  culti- 
vation.   In  1918  there  were  13,856,152  acres  under  cultivation  or  6.0  per  cent 
of  the  total  area  of  farms. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  farms  in  the  Union  are  operated  by  owners, 
Of  a  total  of  76,1^9  farms  in  1918  44,240  were  under  management  of  owners, 
and  18,658  by  tenants.    The  remainder  were  operated  on  the  shares  system  or 
under  managers. 

The  largest  farms  are  in  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  the  average  size  for 
this  State  being  nearly  4,000  acres.  The  smallest  farms  are  in  Natal  where 
the  average  is  somewhat  over  1 ,000  acres. 

The  varied  climatic  conditions  which  prevail  in  the  Union,  dissimilar 
sometimes  even  within  the  area  of  a  single  province,  have  a  marked  influence 
on  the  production  of  cereal  crops  of  which  wheat,  oats  and  maize  are  the 
most  important.    Hheat  production  is  not  sufficient  to  supply  the  local  needs, 
and  each  year  it  is  necessary  to  import  a  small  amount  for  local  consumption. 
The  yield  per  acre  is  low  being  about  10  bushels  per  acre.    This  is  largely 
due  to  the  low  fertility  of  the  soil.    The  yield  of  wheat  in  1922  was  more

than  8/400,000  "bushels  as  compared  with  7,600,000  in  tbe  preceding  year  and 
6,000,000  in  1911* 

The  oats  crop  has  a  more  important  place  in  local  agriculture  than 
whest  because  it  grows  more  satisfactorily  on  poor  soils  and  is  used 
largely  in  the  form  of  hay.    The  production  of  oats  (grain)  in  19?1  was 
5,190,000  bushels  as  compared  with  5,980,000  "bushels  in  1921.     The  produc- 
tion during  these  years  was  much  "below  9»660,000  the  amount  produced  in  19H» 

Maize  is  the  chief  grain  crop  of  the  country  and  is  the  only  one 
which  to  any  considerable  extent  is  known  in  the  markets  of  the  world. 
During  1922  the  production  of  maize  was  only  about  35,000,000  or  nearly 
13»000,000  million  bushels  less  than  48,000,000  bushels  the  amount  produced 
in  1921.    During  1911  the  production  amounted  to  31,000,000  bushels. 

The  livestock  industry  was  an  early  develonment  of  the  activities  of 
the  settlers.    The  number  of  sheep  on  June  30*  1922,  were  35,000,000  as  com- 
pared with  31,730,000  April,  1921 ,  and  31,000,000  in  1911.    The  number  of 
cattle  increased  steadily  from  about  6,000,000  in  1911  to  nearly  9,000,000 
in  1922,  including  an  estimate  of  the  number  in  native  locations.  Ostrich 
farming  has  become  of  considerable  importance,,  reaching  its  highest  peak  in 
the  year  1913  when  the  total  number  of  fowls  was  776,3X5 • 

The  exports  of  sugar  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  in  1922  amounted 
to  72,000,000  pounds,  as  compared  with  the  pre-war  average  of  2,000,000 
pounds,  the  United  Kingdom  taking  practically  all  of  the  surplus* 

The  Union  of  South  Africa1 s  exports  of  scoured  wool  were  7*000,000 
pounds,  or  159  per  cent  more  in  1922  than  during  the  period  1910-13; 
55,000,000  pounds,  or  38  per  cent  more  of  grease  wool;  and  6,000,000  pounds, 
or  29  per  cent  more  of  the  hair  of  the  angora  goat.    The  United  Kingdom  took 
from  kf  to  84  per  cent  of  the  wool  exported  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
in  1922,  while  before  the  war  she  took  over  40  per  cent  of  the  scoured,  over 
50  per  cent  of  the  grease,  and  practically  all  of  the  hair  of  the  angora  goat, 
Germany  ranks  next  as  an  imoorter  of  South  African  wool.    During  the  past 
year  2,000,000  pounds  or  22~per  cent,,  of  the  scoured  wool.  10,000,000  pounds 
or  5  per  cent  of  grease,  and  4, 000, 000  uounds  or  16  per  cent  of  the  hair  of 
the  angora  goat  was  shipped  to  the  United  States  as  compared  with  practically 
negligible  quantities  before  the  war. 

The  annual  exports  of  ox  and  cow  hides  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
range  from  14,000,000  to  19,000,000  pounds;  goatskins  from  3,000,000  to 
8,000,000  pounds;  and  sheep  skins  from  24,000,000  to  39,000,000  pounds.  The 
bulk  of  all  the  hides  and  skins  go  to  the  United  Kingdom.    In  1922  the  United 
States  ranks    second  as  a  purchaser  of  goat  skins,  France  second  as  a  pur- 
chaser of  sheep  skins,  and  Germany  second  as  a  purchaser  of  cattle  hides.

Extraordinary  interest  has  recently  "been  manifested  in  the  cotton  crop, 
which  has  proved  most  remunerative;  in  fact,  many  farmers  now  engaged  in 
cotton-growing  had  inot  hitherto  heen  so  prosperous.    The  active  participa- 
tion "by  the  Australian  Cotton  Growing  Association  which  had  established 
modern  ginning  plants  at  Rockhampton  and  Brisbane  (VThinstanes)  has  also 
contributed  to  the  flourishing  condition  of  the  industry. 

Efforts  are  "being  directed  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  toward  the 
introduction  into  cultivation  of  improved  long  staple  upland  varieties,  with 
a  view  to  the  production  of  cotton  which  Trill  return  a  good  aggregate  yield 
and  command  also  the  highest  possible  price  ohtainahie.    Particulars  of  the 
cotton  crop  in  Queensland  during  the  last  five  years  are  as  follows:

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OSTRICH  FARMING  IN  THE  UNION  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

Ostrich  farming  -was  first  seriously  undertaken  in  South  Africa 
about  fifty  years  ago,  and  the  export  of  plumes  from  domesticated  birds 
increased  so  rapidly  that  at  the  present  time  feathers  from  wild  "birds 
are  a  negligible  quantity.     The  industry  was  very  remunerative  and  rapidly 
developed  into  one  of  the  principal  agricultural  activities  of  the  Cape 
Colony.    The  high  returns  from  the  sale  of  feathers  and  "birds  have  been 
in  practically  all  cases  devoted  to  general  farm  improvement,  and  the 
ostrich  districts  have  progressed  rapidly.

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THE  CATTLE  IiTOUSTHY"  IN  THE  UNION  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

The  cattle  farming  section  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa  has  probably 
suffered  more  than  other  durirg  the  agricultural  depression  of  the  last 
throe  years.     The  number  of  cattle  has  increased  steadily  since  1911  when 
they  numbered  5 f  79 o, 9^9  until  1Q22  when  the  number  reached  6,552,837  ex- 
clusive of  numbers  in  native  locations  which  amounted  to  2,355,678  in  1921. 
It  is  probable  that  the  nvmber  in  the  Union  at  the  present  time  is  in  ex- 
cess of  9,000,000.     The  natural  increase  in  herds  amounts,  under  normal 
conditions,  to  approximately  900,000  per  annrm,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
slaughter,  disease,  etc.  account  for  about  700,000  animals  each  year,  but 
the  later  nunber  includes  slaughter  oxen  despatched  to  the  Union  markets 
by  the  South  West  Protectorate  and  Rhodesia. 

As  a  consequence  of  diminished  demand,  breeders  have  been  left  with 
large  numbers  of  surplus  cattle  on  their  hands.     The  unfortunate  situation 
of  the  cattle  farmers  has  received  the  sympathetic  attention  of  the  govern- 
ment and  relief  is  fore- shadowed  in  the  fcrm  of  an  export  bounty  under  the 
terms  of  the  "Beef  Export  Bcv.n^ies  Bill"  which  proposes  among  other  things 
the  export  of  store  cattle  and  their  fattening  in  England  before  being 
slaughtered.     It  is  the  hope  of  the  government  that  the  export  bounty 
(which  is  fixed  at  l/2d  equivalent  to  S.Oi  per  pound  of  beef  and  l/Ud 
equivalent  to  $.005  Per  pound  of  livestock  exported),  will  enable  surplus 
cattle  to  the  number  of  50,000  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  rema-inder  of 
this  year,  and  double  that  number  in  152^.    The  Bill  is  only  intended  to 
be  a  temporary  measure.

WIRELESS  DEVELOPMENT  AMD  OPPORTUNITIES  IN  SOUTH  AFRICA. 


Considerable  interest  is  being  shown  in  South  Africa  concerning 
the  erection  of  the  Union's  wireless  station  and  there  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  before  long  the  population  will  become  enthusiastic  over  radio- 
telegraphy.    A  bill  to  confirm  a  provisional  agreement  made  last  year  between 
the  Government  and  the  Marconi  Telegraph  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  read  in  the  House 
of  Assembly  at  the  end  of  February,  calls  for  the  erection,  maintenance  and 
operation  in  the  Union  of  a  radio-telegraph  station  capable  of  establishing 
direct  communication  between  the  Union,  Great  Britain  and  other  parts  of 
the  world.    The  company  are  also  taking  steps  to  sound  the  agricultural 
community  at  various  centers  with  regard  to  the  support  likely  to  be  accorded 
to  broadcasting  service  for  farms  on  the  "toll"  system,  releasing  frequently 
such  information  as  market  and  meteorological  reports,  technical  matter 
supplied  by  the  Agricultural  Department,  and  miscellaneous  news  of  a  suitable 
character.    It  is  stated  that  the  interest  displayed  by  the  more  progressive 
farmers  throughout  the  country  is  very  encouraging.
